Clark, Harrison Not Included 
The group included all the Demo­ 
crats on the committee except Sen. 
Clark of Missouri, a leading oppon­ 
ent of the embargo repeal, and 
Harrison of Mississippi, who was 
ill when the bill was drawn. 
Previously. Pittm an had moved 
lo quell opposition by proposing 
elimination of the provision per­ 
mitting 90-day credits for belliger­ 
ent purchases in this country. Thus 
the bill becomes a strict “cash and 
carry” measure. 
Sen. Borah <R) of Idaho, who 
wants all American shipping in the 
Pacific exempted front the “carry” 
prohibition, said that if the modi­ 
fication of the shipping clauses 
gives the President discretion to 
define the exempted zones, there 
is hound to be a fight.

He added that several more Ger­

"thus certainly exceed 25 percent 
of the attacking force and may have 
been higher.” 
The British navy “has sustained 
severe losses, both in officers and 
men.” Chamberlain said referring 
to the sinking of tho battleship 
Royal Oak Saturday and casualties 
Inflicted by German air raiders on 
the Firth of Forth Monday.

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 18—The kings of the three Scandinavian state* 
and the president of Finland opened their conference at Stockholm 
today on problems which face the northern neutral countries as the 
result of the European war. 
Europe looked toward the conference for a possible Initiative to 
end the war which has quickened lately with German raid* on Britain 
and heavier fighting on th* western front. 
Meanwhile, President Roosevelt advised King Ou*taf of Sweden 
that “thta government Join* with the government* of the other Amer- 
lean republic* in expressing it* support of the principle* of neutrality 
arni order under law for which the nations represented at the Stock­ 
holm conference, have, throughout their history, taken a consistent 
stand.” 
Assures Of Deep Interest 
The chief executive told the king of Sweden th at the conference, 
called when tension between Soviet Russia and Finland seemed cap­ 
able of leading to war. “will be followed with deep intereat by the 
government and people of th* United State*." 
Similar messages were aent by the government of the 20 other 
American republics. The action was regarded aa one of the first fruit* 
of the recent Panam a conference at which the American republics 
pledged themselves to adopt a common neutrality position. 
The visiting beads of state, King<(* 
Haakon of Norway, King Christian 
of Denmark and President Kyoestl 
Kallio of Finland, were welcomed 
in brief ceremonies devoid of mili­ 
tary display In harmony with the 
peace policy long associated with 
the Scandinavian nations. 
King Gustaf, (Sweden's venerable 
monarch, a t whose Instance the 
conference was called, presided at 
the meeting, which was attended 
by the foreign ministera of tit 
four states.

California’s governor was to pardon 
the man convicted with Billings— 
Tom Mooney—received Billings in 
his office at the state capitol and 
told him: 
"I herewith hand you a com­ 
mutation of your sentence I have 
just signed. I am only sorry it is 
not a full pardon.” 
The 46-year-old labor organizer 
and prison clockmaker, who served 
23 years in Folsom prison, shook 
hands with Olson amidst the grind­ 
ing of newsreel cameras and the 
flashing of photographers’ bulbs 
and said: 
“I believe I was imprisoned for 
a crime I did not commit." 
Earlier, Billings had described 
the woman he plans to marry. 
"Her name is Josie,” he said. "We 
planned to be married thre>e years 
ago when it looked favorable for 
my release.

Germany Anti Britain Tighten Up Belts In Blockade Battle

T 
HE German air attack on the 
great naval base of Rosyth. in 
Scotland's proud Firth of Forth (the 
first raid on British soil iii ihi* 
conflict), may mark the beginning 
of that new phase of the war which 
Herr Hitler so often has threat­ 
ened darkly—devastation from the 
sky. 
This theatrical assault, coupled- 
with U-boat operations that result­ 
ed in the sinking of the British 
battleship Royal Oak. indicate a 
renewed effort to break lite Eng­ 
lish blockade which is calculated 
to force Germany's capitulation. 
With it may he expected further 
blows at British merchant 
ship­ 
ping, with the idea of cutting off 
vital fo«»d supplies freon England. 
The hunger duel between Ger­ 
many and Britain seems to be ou 
id earnest. 
Apropos of these developments. 
by mail brings from a member of! 
the editorial staff of the Binning-) 
ham (Ala.) News an Inquiry of 
such far-reaching Importance that 
I am going to repeat It here for 
discussion 
“Can 
Britain’s 
blockade." 
It 
reads, "be sufficiently effective to 
atarve Hitler out in the end?" 
While we are about it let's add 
another query here; 
“Can German U-boats and bomb­ 
ing plane* sink enough merchant 
shipping to starve England out, 
despite the British navy’''

WENT Into the reich with the 
British army of occupation and i 
never shall forget the hungry look 
in the eyes of the underfed chil­ 
dren and grown-up* as well. 
And I was In England when folk 
were going without sufficient food 
In order that the troops at the 
front might be well fed. 
The answers lo our two Inquiries 
are dependent on several mighty 
“Ifs". However, an analysis devel­ 
ops some Interesting points. 
Let’s 
look 
at 
Germany 
first. 
Na ski om Is dependent on imports 
for about a fifth of her food in 
normal time*. This figure presum­ 
ably increases considerably during 
war. 
Alao the reich lacks many vital 
war materials, such 
as 
the oil 
which 
Is all-important 
In 
these 
days of mechanized warfare, man­ 
ganese. copper, nickel, iron, rubber, 
cotton aud a long string of others. 
If we leave Russia out of the pic­ 


ture for the moment, the position 
of Germany now us regards sup­ 
plies isn't unlike what it was iu 
the World war. The reich then 
had a call on about the same 
amount of food stuffs and war ma­ 
terials from eastern Europe and 
the Balkans. About the same neu­ 
trals were available for trade, in­ 
cluding Sweden, which furnishes 
the groat bulk of Germauy’a Iron 
ore. 
And 
yet the British blockade 
starved Germany out. 
Why? Well, because the sources 
named 
couldn’t fill 
the require­ 
ments. Russia, which was on the 
Allied side. wa* knocked out by 
the Red revolution before the end 
of the war. 
Looking at It from this viewpoint 
—and still leaving Russia o u t- 
many economic experts give Brit­ 
ain an excellent chance of squeei- 
ing Germany—lf the blockade can 
be maintained. This possibility I* 
strengthened 
by 
Germany's 
bad 
economic position. 
B 
UT now w e have to consider 
Russia. Should the Soviet lay 
itself out to pro v id e Germany with 
ail supplies possible, regardless of 
payment, then the retch might be 
able to carry on indefinitely irres­ 
pective of the blockade. 
However, we don’t know what 
Russia is going to do. Many ob­ 
server* believe she may provide 
supplies for a while and then cut 
them off. having in mind to smash 
Germany in the long run so to ex 
tend 
Soviet 
influence 
westward. 
We shall have ta wait to see lf 
this very 
Important “lf" comes 
out. 


Now about England. Tins doll- 
garden «*ountry is far more de­ 
pendent on the outside world than 
is Germany. Seventy-five percent of 
all John 
Bull eat* comes from 
abroad. 
Like Germany. Englaud already 
has tightened its belt. The little 
man. responding to the slogan "dig 
for victory." ta busy grubbing In 
the soil of a tiny garden plot 
which one day will produce a hand­ 
ful of this and a mouthful of that. 
Thus far Britain claims to have 
swept 
German 
ships 
from 
the 
ocean and to have the subm arine 
menace well in hand. But the other 
day came the astonishing sinking 
of the big Royal Oak. 
Was 
the 
destruction 
of 
this 
fortress a fluke, or was it due to 
the development of some new tech­ 
nique or even a different type of 
torpedo? Does It presage further 
similar depredations? Certainly it 
Is something to cause the British 
admiralty much concern. 
Then v s still have to learn the 
efficiency 
of 
bombing 
p l a n e s 
against warships th at hasn’t been 
decisively determined yet in com­ 
bat. 
But what I* most to be feared 
from * the 
British 
standpoint 
fs 
mas* 
bombings 
by 
great 
num­ 
ber* of planea against merchant 
ahipping tied up in English sea­ 
ports. 
The navy may be able to protect 
vessels at sea. but what saves It 
in harbor? Anti-aircraft gun* and 
defending planes? There again we 
must w-ait for the test.

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BUDGET BOARD’S 


HISTORY TRACED! 


AT ROTARY CLUB 


Principal Eccles Describes 


Duties Of Commission 


At Luncheon Talk 
----------- 
The history and function of the 
county budget commission as set 
up in the state of Ohio was unfold­ 
ed in a paper read by H. H. Eccles, 
principal 
of the East 
Liverpool 
High school and former auditor of 
Scioto county, before the Rotary 
club Tuesday noon at the Travelers 
hotel. 
Mr. Eccles prefaced his paper bv 
telling Rotarians the work of the 
budget commission was one of the 
most Important functions in county 
government. 
Estim ates By Subdivisions 
All subdivisions, he said, make 
out estim ates of receipts of ex­ 
penditures for the coming year and 
submit them together with records 
of receipts and expenditures for 
the last three years, and from 
these 
the 
budget 
commission 
makes allocations of available tax 
monies. 
... 
The 
commission 
holds 
public 
bearings, he explained, where tax­ 
payers m ay have their say about 
tax rates, but most people do not 
register auy complaints until they 
get their u s bills. 
Mr. Eccle s paper stated the bud­ 
get commission was started May 
31. 1911, under the Smith "One Per­ 
cent" law. which sought to reform 
taxing schedules which permitted 
total taxes of 27.5 mills in rural 
areas and 
40.25 mills in urban 
areas. 
Evolved Over Years 
Th# budget commission now is 
made up of the county auditor, who 
is the functioning member, and the 
county prosecutor and county treas­ 
urer. 
This commission, the paper 
explained, was evolved over a pe­ 
riod of years because of the fight 
between different taxing subdivi­ 
sions for share# in reduced tax 
monies under revised laws. 
Further 
complications 
of 
the 
work of the commission arose. Mr. 
Eccles* paper related, with the ad­ 
vent of the 10-mlll tax limitation in 
1984. in which available tax monies 
were reduced about one-third. 
Sales taxes and the school foun­ 
dation funds replaced these taxes, 
the paper explained, and while this 
took schools out of the "grab-btg, 
It gave the commission the further 
responsibility of disbursing shares 
of sales tax money while it was try­ 
ing to set up workable bugets with 
drastically limited funds for city. 
township and county governments 
Fulfills Its Function 
In conclusion, the paper stated. 
"It seems reasonable to say that in 
the 28 years of its existence, the 
budget 
commission 
has 
fulfilled 
creditably a very Im portant and 
necessary 
function 
in 
enforcing 
control over tax levies and expendl- 
tures. 
"Its presently constituted mem­ 
bership. 
working 
in 
cooperation 
with all other taxing districts and 
units, is the beat that can be de­ 
vised under present laws and local 
government organization "

The Sniilit Road

T HE 
Pennsylvania 
R ailroads 
brick station on Second st. stood 
out as on© of the finest structures 
of its kind when it was erected 50 
years ago. Previously the station 
was at the foot of W alnut st. 
Ui keeping with the custom of 
those days the station consisted of 
two rooms, one for women and 
children and the other for men. 
The ticket office located in 
the 
center had windows on both sides. 
Doors from either room opened 
to a porch. From this landing pas­ 
sengers were required to descend 
a flight of steps to the platform 
along which trains stopped to take 
on and discharge passengers. 
To board eastbound trains, pas­ 
sengers 
were 
required 
to 
walk 
across the tracks. The two tracks 
were separated by a wire fence. 
Th© gate on the fence always was 
closed a few minutes before the 
train arrived at the station. 
For many years passengers were 
required to wait in the open for 
eastbound trains. Later a canopy 
roof w as \ erected over the long 
platform and still later a waiting 
room which was heated by stoves 
in the w inter was provided on the 
south side of the tracks. 
The baggage room was in the 
basem ent under the women's wait­ 
ing room. In later years the rail­ 
way express company was merged 
with the baggage division and ail 
the business was conducted in the 
basem ent quarters of the building. 
Second st. before the coming of 
the automobile, was lined between 
Union st. and the crossing with 
borsedrawn vehicles of sll kinds 
shout trsln time. There were hsckt 
for hire and many passengers lesv- 
inc the train would ride the River 
road streetcar to the Diamond or 
to the East End. More than a dozen 
passenger trains then were operat­ 
ed over the division to Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland and Bellaire.

Christ, and perhaps has succeeded 
as well as any man can. 
Mr. Asch has a certain Polish 
scholar draw into his orbit a young 
Jew ish scholar, who little by little 
realises th at the older man Is a 
reincarnation 
of a 
Roman 
com­ 
m ander stationed in Jerusalem at 
the time of Chriel. 
The old man begins his story of 
what he saw In those remote days; 
later the n arrato r changes m iracu­ 
lously, and strange things happen 
in the hearts of both men. 
Perhaps this is a dangerous de­ 
vice. but certainly the result is a

of 
Important 
things 
past 
which has not been 
had 
before, 
at least In English. 
There is some 
writing of almost unearthly beauty, 
and some scenes of such signifi­ 
cance that they burn sharply Into 
the read er’s mind.
